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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-10 are pending. Claims 7-10 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn 
to a nonelected invention. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. The rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 U.S. C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1 and 4-6 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,365,798 is withdrawn in light of Applicant's 
amendments to the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter that was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Neither the instant specification nor the originally filed claims appear to provide support 
for the phrase "wherein the promoter is expressed during mid- to late-stage of stamen 
development". Thus, such a phrase constitutes NEW MATTER. In response to this rejection, 
Applicant is required to point to support for the phrase or to cancel the new matter. 
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Double Patenting 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,365,798. An obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but an 
examined application claim not is patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the 
examined claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). 
See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 
1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985). The rejection is modified from the rejection set forth in the Office action mailed 9 
September 2003, as applied to claim 5, due to amendment of the claims. Applicant's arguments 
filed 9 December 2003 have been folly considered but they are* not persuasive. 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the method of reducing pollen production plants by transformation with a 
construct comprising the AP3 promoter operably linked to a DNA encoding a mitochondrial 
transit peptide as claimed in the issued patent, is a species of the genus of methods of reducing 
pollen production plants by transformation with a construct comprising a promoter is expressed 
during mid- to late- stage of stamen development operably linked to a DNA encoding a 
mitochondrial transit peptide as claimed in the issued patent, as claimed in the instant 
application. Thus, the claim of the issued patent makes obvious the claims of the instant 
application. 

Applicant urges that claim 1 has been amended to indicate that the promoter is expressed 
during mid- to late- stage of stamen development (response pg 14-15). 
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This is not found persuasive because as the AP3 promoter is expressed during mid- to 
late- stage of stamen development, it use in '798 makes obvious the generic use of promoters 
expressed during mid- to late- stage of stamen development. 



7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
